The Antioch Village Board, 
after making a few minor changes 
in the Impact fee amendment 
ordinance, will be sending it off 
to get the okay from area school 
districts. The schools will be 
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required to sign attached indem- 
nification agreements. 

"This will be sent to all the 
school districts in order to 
indemnify the village," said 
Antioch Village Attorney* Ken 
Clark. 

The village has a fairly limited 
role with impact fees. After 
approving the amendment to an 
earlier impact fee agreement, the 
village's only role is collection. 
"All we are going to do is collect 
the money," said Clark. 

The impact ice funds arc 
given to the schools based on the 
fee formula. Schools can then 
use the money for capital 
improvements on existing build- 
ings as well as for the purchase 
and construction of new school 
buildings.

LaKe Villa Twp. may 
hold key to schools

How the Lake Villa Township 
school districts handle residential 
growth has far reaching implica- 
tions for both Antioch and 
Grayslake high school districts. 

Presently, Lake Villa 
Elementary School Board offi- 
cials are considering creating a K- 
12 district within the district's 
boundaries. However, when this 
plan would be ready to come 
before the voters Is at least eight 
months to a year away, according 
to District 41 President Craig 
Kressncr. 

' Kress ner said there is support 
within the Lake Villa and 
Lindcnhurst communities but 
the division of assets, or how 
much the district could seek from 
current districts is still unre- 
solved, 

"Even If it would benefit the 
district in the long run it can't 
afford to pay in the short run. 
"The school districts just don't 
have the money," Kressncr said. 

District 41 is a feeder district 
to both Antioch, Grayslake and 
Grant high school districts. Lake 
Villa Township students account 
for about 55 percent of Antioch 
High School's enrollment and 20 
percent of Grayslakc's enroll- 
ment 

Kressncr said some state aid 
or special legislation is needed to 
address the division of assets 
Issue. He said this is the way for 
school boards to afford the divi- * 
slon. " 

Even If District 41 became a 
unit, it wouldn't address the 
growth in Antioch Elementary 
District and Millbum Elementary 
District. About 85 percent of 
Mil! burn's enrollment Is from 
Lindcnhurst and about 20 per- 
cent of Antioch Elementary Is 
from Lindcnhurst and Lake Villa. 
Those percentages arc expected 
to increase. 

The other difficulty is it would 
still split the village of 
Lindcnhurst into three school 
districts. Currently the 
Lindcnhurst youth attend five 
different districts. 



"I think there Is a lot of sup- 
port in the Lindcnhurst commu- 
nity and some support depend- 
ing on the plan from my office," 
said Lindcnhurst Mayor Paul 
Baumunk. 

Baumunk said the communi- 
ty and village boards must be part 
of any school solution. He said 
members of his board are inter- 
ested in taking part in any com- 
mittee which discusses the over- 
all school issue. 

He added he doesn't think the 
District 41 unit concept is the 
perfect solution, but the best one 
at this time. 

"I have a philosophical prob- 
lem with splitting Lindcnhurst 
Not all of the students would be 
going to the unit The first unit 
plan was the best option but this 
is the next best option," 
Baumunk said. 

Grayslake High School offi- 
cials indicate they arc supportive 
of a combination plan which 
would join the Grayslake and 
Antioch High School districts and 
a third high school would be con- 
structed in the Lake Villa area. 

This approach could leave 
enough room in both high 
schools and have a Lake Villa 
High School. However, Kressncr 
said the two districts have rea- 
sons not to combine. 

Kressncr mentioned 

Antioch's building is older than 
Grayslake. He said it would be a 
tough sell for Grayslake to have to 
pay a share of expected repair 
bills when no Grayslake residents 
use the high school and the state 
is leery of large, combined dis- 
tricts. 

Kressncr stressed the Lake Villa 
unit district referendum support- 
ers laid much of the groundwork 
for handling a unit district But die 
group was not a taxing body and 
couldn't make firm promises to 
other districts which created a lot 
of lis and uncertainty. 

Meanwhile, - Antioch 

Elementary and Millbum 
Districts arc facing, their own 
growth problems. Millbum is 
considering a 10-room building 
expansion and Antioch 
Elementary also may need a 
building referendum as well. 



Flood meeting may provide 
positive impact on Antioch

The Thursday night meeting of the Lake County Flood Mitigation Plan 
may offer many positive features for the Antioch area. Topping the list 
could be federal funding. Because the federal government is changing the 
way money will be distributed, the Stormwatcr Management Commission 
hopes to be "first in line" for the Antioch area 

In essence, the Antioch area experiences two types of flooding. First 
there Is the more obvious type in which homes and roadways are covered 
with water from the lakes, rivers, and streams after heavy downpours. The 
second type of flooding occurs on a more regular basis every spring as the 
snow melts. As the water tabic rises, septic fields begin to faiL 

Alan Schlindwcin of Stormwatcr Management believes that while 
many residents who experience obvious flooding will come forward, he is 
aware of the reluctance of residents to document septic failures. They 
don't want the health department to come in and tell them they cannot 
live in their homes anymore,'* said Schlindwein. "If we wanted the infor- 
mation for that wc could eventually figure out which properties arc at risk 
and send the list to the health department" 

Instead, the meeting has a more important goal — that of possibly 
obtaining funding to have the problems repaired. "If no one is talking 
about it, we can't get help," explains Schlindwcin. "We may be able to do 
something about this to eliminate the economic damage."

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Cash station robber caught

Thanks to. an alert would-be 
victim and the quick action of the 
Lake County Sheriffs office, an 
armed robber who targeted users 
of an automatic teller machine in 
Grayslake is now behind bars. 

Boyd Carter, 20, whose last 
known address was Hudson, Fla., 
was being sought since an earlier 
armed robbery at the Warren 
Newport Credit Union drive-up 
ATM when he got away with $200 
cash. His second attempt was on 
a 38-year-old Grayslake woman 
who was using the same ATM at 
1068 Bast Bel vide re Rd. to with- 
draw cash July 16. 

According to Grayslake Police 
Sergeant Matt McCutcheon, the 
woman had left her car in drive and 
was using the cash station while 
her foot was resting on the brake. 
McCutcheon said being alert saved 
her from theft or potential harm. 



"She was looking in her rear 
view minor. She saw him walk up, 
pull out the gun but was able to pull 
out her money and her card and 
drive away," McCutcheon said. 

The woman went to the nearest 
pay phone and reported the crime. 
Grayslake police were on the scene 
in minutes but were unable'to 
locate an offender in a car that 
matched the description -given by 
the witness. . She was able to give 
excellent details' of the crime 
because it happened at 2:20 p.m. 
The police department put out a 
flash warning wh ich goes directly to 
the Lake County Sheriff s office, who 
then distributes the information to 
all nearby police departments. 

Minutes later a Lake County 
Sheriffs deputy stopped a car in 
Gumec. Both the car and the 
car's driver matched the descrip- 
tion given. The deputy also 
recovered a .22-caIiber revolver 
loaded with the full 9 shots. Boyd 



was transported to the Grayslake 
Police Department where he was 
processed and booked on one 
count of attempted armed rob- 
bery, one count one felony count 
of unlawful use of weapon and 
one count of possession of a 
firearm without an FOID card. 
McCutcheon said police were 
able to charge Carter with both 
cash station robberies because 
he was cooperative in the case. 

"He basically confessed, to 
both crimes," McCutcheon said. _ 

Carter was apparently living 
out of his car. It is not known 
how long he has been in Lake 
County or if he came here by 
acquaintance. A 16-year-old rid- 
ing with Carter, listed as a run- 
away in Florida, will be returned 
to authorities in that state. 

McCutcheon said other law 
enforcement agencies are look- 
ing into the possibility of Carter's 
Involvement in other crimes. 



Heat taxes health, patience and utilities

The record breaking heat of last 
weekend took its toll on Antioch 
residents. With power outages and 
increased rescue calls, officials had . 
• their hands full while homeowners 
attempted to keep their cool. 

"We had seven calls in 40 min- 
utes," said Antioch Rescue Squad 
Chief Tim Osmond. He said most 
were calls from people having 
trouble breathing. 

According^, to Joe* Trexler of 
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Commonwealth Edison, the power 
outages were a result of a failure, at 
a distribution center. "The system 
has been overloaded for a couple of 
years," he explained 

In an effort to deal with the 
existing load, Commonwealth 
Edison has plans to put in new, 
larger overhead power lines. * 
Edison recently received the okay 
from the Illinois Commerce 
Commission -to put in the lines 
and arc now preparing to go 
through the permitting process 
with the Army Corps of Engineers. 

Because of the legal battle with 
Citizens Against Unsafe Electricity 
(CAUSE) the completion date for 
theproject has been pushed back.

Instead, 
residents will be required to wait 
until Edison gets crews out and 
fix the problem. 

"All it takes is one good inter- 
ruption to appreciate the pre- 
plans we had in place," said 
Trexler. "We'll be very happy to 
see the new station going in there.** 

Another factor Edison will need 
to take into consideration is the 
new Mctra rail yard. The yard will 
up the electricity requirements of 
;thc i area. "It will add to thc.ioad," . 
said. Trexler. "The engineers arc 
still working on that"

After spraying a black, oily sub- 
stance on the foundation and 
steps, the men said they were leav- 
ing for lunch, but never returned. 
The woman, who McCutcheon 
said was in her 80s, did not know 
anything was amiss until her 
daughter returned home a short 
time later. In fact, what had actu- 
ally happened to her did not dawn 
on her until sometime later. 

"When the police arrived, she 
didn't know what all the commo- 
tion was about," McCutcheon 
said, describing the victim as a 
;* sweet lady. 

The oily substance was running 
off of the foundation as police

A very: special visitor came to . 
the Antioch Rotary Club lunch 
meeting — fellow Rotarian 
Edward R. Widmer, Jr. Widmer 
along with his wife/Ellen, were one 
of the first American citizens to 
visit North Korea in 42 years. 
During his visit to the Antioch 
Rotary Club, Widmer gave a talk 
and showed slides of North Korea. 
Rotary International has estab- 
lished contact with the govern- 
ment of North Korea As a result, 
Widmer will be working on some 
of those Initiatives when he moves 
to North Korea sometime this year. 
Widmer's contact with North 
Korea began during' his years in 
Guyana, where he was employed as 
a community development direc- 
tor. "Students from North Korea 
went to the University of Guyana" 
. explained Widmer. Through his 
contacts, he had been invited to 
North Korea "several times." 

However, he was unable to 
travel there because of 
U.S./North Korean relations. "As 
you know, the US and the North 
Koreans arc technically still at 
war." In April, he was finally able 
to accept the invitation. 

Widmer said he was surprised 
by the modem, attractive condi- 
tions of the areas he visited. "We . 
had free run/of the country," 
Widmer told the Antioch Rotarians 
as he showed slides of his trip. ' 

According to Widmer, educa- 
tion is the cornerstone of North 
Korea. "I really think this country 
(North Korea) has focused on a 
different goal," Widmer said of 
the mostly amazing schools he 
visited. "The Infrastructure of the 
schools developed through the 
great number of orphanages built 
after the war." 

With much of the country dev- 
astated after the Korean War, and 
many parents killed, North 



Koreans were forced to build 
orphanages to house and train 
the country's young people. The 
present school system, Widmer 
explained, grew out of die care 
and concern of these children. 

With 260 universities and col- 
leges in North Korea, die country 
boasts a 99.9 literacy rata Since no 
citizens arc allowed to leave North 
Korea, Widmer said the country 
does not lose its educated young 
people. There is no brain drain, 
like in other third world countries/ 
he said. "No one can leave." 

Visiting even the smaller rural . 
areas, Widmer was impressed. 
"Every hamlet has water and 
electricity provided," he said. 

Both Widmer and his wife also 
visited a maternity hospital. while 
in North Korea After viewing the 
slides, most of the Rotarians 
thought they were seeing people 
in jail. Hospital visitors are riot 
allowed face-to-face visits with 
patients. Instead, visitors chat 
with new mothers through close 
circuit televisions and telephones. 

Widmer also got an up front and 
personal view of die demilitarized 
zone. "We arc still in the position of 
not stepping over the line," he said. 
However, in die next slide, he 
showed a picture of himself stand- 
ing with one foot in North Korea 
and the other in South Korea 



Very soon, Widmer and his 
wife will be returning' to. North 
Korea, for a longer stay. "I have 
* sort of given a commitment of 1 * 
years," he joked. He has been 
employed by the government of 
North Korea to help the country 
develop a more global economy. 

One of die problems with North 
Korea is that the country lost trad- 
ing partners when die Russian 
Communist government fell. They 
were doing fine until the communi- 
ty break up," explained Widmer. 

However, without communist 
trading partners, North Korea 
found itself in the position of hav- 
ing no supply of oil. There was no 
fuel coming in," said Widmer. 

"The U.S. Government has 
stepped in and signed an accord 
with North Korea," Widmer told 
the Rotarians. "The U.S. is now 
supplying all of the fuel needs for 
free. It is a matter of leverage." 
Widmer said the U.S. ships only a 
one-month supply at a time to 
' ensure that leverage. 

The Rotary Club International 
is also attempting to become 
involved with North Korea. 
"Rotary International has an inter- 
est in assisting North Korea; to 
help them join with die rest of the 
world," explained Widmer. "They 
arc trying to make those people 
part of the world community."

Speed limits should 
be governed by states 



I support the drive to 
eliminate the national 
speed limit for automo- 
biles on federally 
financed highways. The 
states have the right to 
set limits. Highway 
speeds should not be 
dictated by the federal 
government. States 
know best what their 
people want and need 
and should be allowed to set their 
own rules of the road. This is 
another example of "Big Brother" 
moving into an area where he 
should have no jurisdiction. The 
Senate voted to put an end to the 
current mandatory limit — 55 
miles per hour in urban areas and 
65 mph in more rural regions. 
The Senate action did not extend 
to big trucks and buses. A 55-mph 
limit was imposed during the 
energy crisis in 1974. In 1987, the 
federal limit was changed to 
allow speeds up to 65 mph out- 
side of metropolitan areas. I feel 
confident the House will agree 
with the Senate action. 

1 am optimistic that this 104th 
Congress will be able to do away 
with the department which 
should never have been created in 
the first place, the Dept. of 
Education. It was established in 
1979 in a political payoff to a 
teacher's union. Past efforts to 
abolish the agency failed. The 
House Republican plans calls for 
terminating the department with- 
in a year and transferring many of 
its responsibilities to other agen- 
cies. There is more involved than 
saving money by this move. 

] also want to kill much of the 
intrusion of the federal govern- 
ment into education areas that 
were meant to be handled on 
* state and local levels. In putting 
the department out of business, 
we will hand over to the states 
total control of $11 billion of its 
programs and scatter the rest to 
other agencies. We'll put an end 
to much of the federal role in 
education, which has grown too 
large and become too burden- 
some on local school systems. 

Wc also need to repeal Goals 
2000, which has been high on the 
Clinton Administration's agenda. 
Programs such as Goals 2000 give 
states grants to improve academ- 
ic standards, but allow the feder- 
al government to meddle too 
much in the affairs of local 
schools. I want to transform that 
$11 billion that the Dept. of 
Education spends on elementary 
and secondary schools, as well as

colleges, into "no 
strings attached" block 
grants. This would 
enable the states to 
spend the money for 
any educational pur- 
pose, virtually free of 
government interfer- 
ence.

He wiped the 
blood from his mouth and found his 
upper front tooth in his hand. What do 
you do? Luckily, your dentist can deal 
effectively with this kind of dental 
emergency. But he'll need your help. 

Collect the tooth and replace it in the 
socket at the site of the injury. Have 
your child (or you) hold it there until 
you reach the dentist. This will keep the 
tooth in its natural environment and 
extend the opportunity for a successful 
replantation. If this is not possible, wrap 
the tooth in a wet cloth or place it in a 



glass of water. Don't linger! The 
chances for a successful replantation 
arc best if done within 30 minutes to an 
hour after this mishap. 

Some parents rush their child to the 
dentist, but in their haste forget to bring 
the tooth. DON'T FORGET THE 
TOOTH! And don't try to clean it your- 
self — even if it looks messy. What you 
think is dirt, may actually be soft (is- 
sues that will help the healing process.

The following historical profiles arc 
the first in a five- part series exploring the 
many aspects of life on the Chain O' Lakes. 
The scries will examine the area's past, 
present and future. 

French first to see Fox Lake 

French explorers in the early 1600s 
were the first white men to visit the Fox 
Lake area, but Indians long preceded 
them, according to the official history of 
Fox Lake produced for the village's golden 
anniversary in 1957. 

In 1036 this part of the American fron- 
tier was opened to white settlers by feder- 
al government treaty with the Indians. The 



rich and fertile land teemed with wild rice, 
game and fish. Adventurous pioneers 
already had staked out homesteads on 
land they liked, usually with water 
frontage. 

There Is no record of any serious vio- 
lence having befallen any of these families, 
though the Indians already had firearms. 
Only their little boys were still using bows 
and arrows 

The first post office in the area was 
established in 1838 at Fort Hill, now 
Fairfield Rd. near Rtc. 120. In 1849, it was 
moved to Big Hollow (then called 
Goodale's Comers, later named Dighton 
and, finally, Grant). The earliest recorded 
town meeting and election took place 
there In 1850. 

A post office called "Fox Lake" was 
established in 1859 at Monavillc (by 



settlers to the region 



Fairfield Rd.) a busy farm town in Civil War 
days. Mail came by stage coach from Little 
Fort (Waukegan) three times a week and 
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was distributed by buggy, horseback and 
boat 

What became the village of Fox Lake 
was then known as Nippersink Point. All 
roads ended at Oak St until a bridge was 
built during World War 1, using wood 
because of a metal shortage. 



The railroad reached Inglcsidc in 1899, 
called "Fox Lake" station, and was finished 
in 1900 to "Nippersink point" Later the 
stations were renamed Inglesidc and Fox 
Lake. 

Fox Lake was granted its village charter* 
on April 13, 1907. In May they elected John 
Brown, a storekeeper and original post- 
master, as the first village president 

The Fox Lake Volunteer Fire Dcpt also 
was founded in 1907. The department had 
a horse-drawn pumper and a hosc-rccl on 
wheels that could be hitched up to horses 
or pulled by hand. Outbreak of a fire was 
heralded by ringing a bell atop the village 
hall. 

The village well and water system was 
set up during the 1920s, financed by water 
assessments on all property owners

Grayslakc Fire Department, officials, arc 
meanwhile praising the efforts of residents in 
helping victims to shore. 

"They did quite a Job," Grayslakc Fire 
Chief Don Moblcy said. 

Grayslakc, Round Lake and Gurncc fire 
departments all sent boats or divers. A later 
report of a fourth victim proved to be un- 
founded. 

The mishap is under investigation by Lake 
County Sheriffs Department. The accident 
took place at about 7 p.m. as two boats col- 
lided.

Officials believe there arc two 
possible motives for the murder 
of Ronald Pccorc, 47, which took 
place in Hainesville. 

The theft of around $60 in 
cash and $100 in food stamps arc 
what police believe to be grounds 
for the slaying. Witnesses ob- 
served an argument in a public 
location the day before the mur- 
der between Pccorc and Gary 
Matney, who has been charged 
with the crime. 

Another motive or contribut- 
ing motive may he a family mat- 
ter. According to police, there 
arc rumors of an on-going affair 
between Genevieve Webb, 
Matncy's mother, and the vic- 
tim. 

"I have heard that argument," 
said assistant lake County states 
attorney Jeffrey Pavletic. 

Hainesville police sergeant 
and acting chief Clarence "Buzz" 
Hodges said, "It was rumored, 
but not confirmed." Webb came 
into the police station voluntarily 
to answer questions after the July 
7 slaying, and the issue was 
brought up briefly. "She knew 
him (Pccorc) and she said she 
fixed him meals," said Hodges. 

Pecorc's sister and brother, 
Debbie and Jack Campbell, agree 
there has been a 10 to 12 year 
relationship between Webb and 
Pccorc. 

"1 guess he was In love with 
this woman," said Jack. 



Jack believes more than one 
person is responsible for his 
brother's murder. "I've seen Gary 
fight and he couldn't fight his way 
out of a wet paper bag," said Jack. 

Police said it wouldn't have 
been very difficult to knock 



Pccorc unconscious, since he had 
been drinking. Jack agreed his 
brother was an alcoholic 

Authorities said after 
Matney's arrest, he implicated 
himself in Pccorc's slaying and 
admitted to striking Pccorc with 



his hand, then dragging him to 
the Rtc. 120/134 railroad tracks 
where he was later hit by a Mctra 
commuter train. 

Pavletic, however, sees no

St Bcdc's Catholic Church dates back 
to the First settlers. The Inglcsidc 
Methodist Church began meeting in

Both housing and business develop- 
ments arc booming as the village nears its 
90th anniversary in 1997. 

Antioch carries religious name 

Founding fathers Darius and Thomas 
Gage, along with their friend, Thomas 
Warner we're the first recorded settlers to 
lay claim to the area commonly known as 
Antioch. Until 1836, Antioch was home to 
the Pottawatomie Indians. But, by 1838, 
five families staked their claims in the area 
and called Antioch home. 

Along with the families came religion, 
through which, Antioch came to be 
named. Since many of the area residents 
were members of the Disciples of Christ, 
the name, Antioch, was quite appropriate. 
In 1850, Antioch became an official 
township. And, during that referendum, 
the name Antioch was reaffirmed. 

As the community developed, schools 
began to spring up in the area. Emmons 
School, which is still used today, was built 
in 1844. 

Businesses also began to make a 
foothold in Antioch during those early 
years. By 1850 the town boasted a hotel, 
shoemaker, tailor, blacksmith, lawyer, and 
post office. 

After the Civil War, the industry of 
tourism began to take hold in Antioch. 
Those residents who settled on the lakes of 
the region began to convert their homes or 
even build new resorts and hotels. 
Summer visitors as well as fall hunters 
flocked to the area. 

The "Egyptian Lotus Beds" on Grass 
Lake became a major sightseeing attrac- 
tion. Never mind that the water flowers 
were neither rare nor Egyptian, visitors 
flocked to the area to tour the lotus beds. 

Another boon to the tourism industry 
was the arrival of the train in 1886. The 



Wisconsin Central Railroad made five 
daily trips from Chicago to Antioch. 

The Village of Antioch was incorporat- 
ed on Feb. 29, 1892. Two years later, the 
first bank, now known as the State Bank of 
the Lakes, opened its doors. 

Ice became another important indus- 
try in Antioch. Ice houses dotted the lakes 
for many years and could be found on 
every lake. 

Before the turn of the century, several 
serious fires changed the face of Antioch. 
As a result, the Antioch Volunteer Fire 
Department was formed in 1913. 

Prohibition hit the tourism industry 
hard. In a 1916 referendum, only Antioch 
and Grant Township voted to remain 
"wet." By 1920, some resort owners took 
to "home brewing" to continue to provide 
alcohol to visitors and residents alike. 

Eva Fields, who died last year was a 
walking wealth of history. Listeners could 
sit for hours and listen the history of 
Antioch and Lake Villa. 

"I was born in u snowstorm," sulci Fields 

in an earlier interview. The blacksmith 
rode into Halnseville to get the doctor." 

Fields was born six miles south of take 
Villa on Jan. 10 1894, in a town called 
Monaville. In 1911, she came to Antioch 
and worked as a cook for the Old Simons 
House of Antioch. She went on to work for 
21 years at the Antioch Community High 
School in the cafeteria. 

Dorothy Lcablc (formerly Spiering) 
has lived in the Antioch' area for about 69 
years. She attended Hickory School, 
which was located on Route 45. 

"It was a one-room school," said Lcablc. 
Then I went to Antioch High School." 

Lcablc worked in the family business, 
the Castle, for a number of years. The 
Castle was located on the comer of Routes 
45 and 173. "It was a restaurant, dance 
hall, and tavern," said Lcablc. 

Overall, Lcablc is happy with the 
changes in Antioch over the year. "You got 
to have progress," she said. — by RUTII

Acquisition Committee at their July 13 
meeting. 

Approval of a notice of intent to acquire 
five parcels, ranging in size from 40 to 500 
acres, now will be considered by the Lake 
County Forest Preserve Board of 
Commissioners at their July 26 board 
meeting. The notice of intent is the first 
official public expression of interest by the 
forest preserve board and follows review 
of the property and contact with the own- 
ers. 

The proposed lands meet many of the 
land acquisition criteria set forward in the 
successful 1993 Forest Preserve bond ref- 
erendum, approved by 61 percent of Lake 
County voters. The purchases would pro- 
vide a route for a planned grcenway and 
multi-purpose recreation trail linking for- 
est preserve and community trail systems 
in western Lake County. The purchases 
also would preserve natural woodlands 



and wetlands, provide wildlife habitat, 
assist in flood control and add to existing 
forest preserves. 

"The nature preservation and recre- 
ation potential of these 855 acres is

tremendous. Western Lake County will 
experience considerable growth over the 
next decade and it's important to preserve 
open space for public use and enjoyment 
while it is still available at a reasonable 
cost," said Jim LaBcllc, forest preserve 
president. 

"Tills is what land acquisition is all 
about," said Suzi Schmidt, Forest Preserve 
Land Preservation and Acquisition 
Committee Chair. "We arc working with 
the property owners and preserving the 



best forest preserve lands for the Lake 
County residents." 

The land parcels proposed for purchase 
include the 11 5- acre Brccdcn property 
located at Gosscll and Fairfield Rds., the 
80-acre Roney property located on Gilmer 
Rd., the 120-acrc Chicago Title and Trust 
property located on Gilmer Rd., the 40- 
acrc Forsbcrg property located on Gossell 
Rd., and the 500-acrc Sargent property 
located on Illinois Rte. 60. 

"Based on the contacts we have had 
with the owners of these properties so far, 
I am hopeful we can complete these 
acquisitions in a manner that Is agreeable 
to the district, the property owners and the 
public," said taBcllc. 

The Forest Preserve Land Preservation 
and Acquisition Committee now will contin- 
ue negotiations with landowners to deter- 
mine fair market value and other purchase 
considerations.

County officials are doing their best to put a smiley 
face on an Illinois Dept of Conservation ruling that, in 
the least, has raised a go slow flag on the smelly maneu- 
vering involved in extending Yorkhouse Rd. through 
Forest Preserve property to make way for land develop- 
ment that will benefit private interests. 

IDOC denied a land swap between the county and the 
Forest Preserve Dist. designed to attain highway right- 
of-way. The Springfield response to a permit applica- 
tion elicited hozannas from opponents and a spate of 
tap dancing of comical proportions on the part of 
politicians and staff. 

With a straight face, Steve Messerli of the Forest 
Preserve Dist called that state denial an indicator to 
find more suitable Forest Preserve land for swapping. 
Delmer "Dusty" Powell, second in command of the Lake 
County Div. of Transportation, must have been ctioak- 
ing when he said the IDOC communication should "in 
ho way be construed as a rejection of the land swap." 
County Board Rep. Pam Newton (R-Vernon Hills), who 
also is Forest Preserve Dist vice president, cooed plain- 
tively, "All we were trying to do was plan for the future." 

Allow one more spin on the latest development in one 
of the most controversial, convoluted county highway 
projects in a long time. In the most genteel manner 
possible, IDOC was saying that the whole Yorkhouse Rd. 
extension plan stinks to high heaven of politics and that 
the proponents ought to fold up their tent before the 
Grand Jury gets involved. 

Yorkhouse Rd. is an issue that won't go away. The 
state ruling gives citizens fighting the highway plan 
something to hang their hat on. IDOC sent the politi- 
cians scrambling to find a coat rack. 

Core subject time 
standards tested 

Here's a homework assignment for parents of grade 
school age children and persons interested in elemen- 
tary education.

Now that the Fort Sheridan Join Planning Committee of Lake Forest, 
Highland Park and Highwood officials have unanimously reached an 
agreement on the Richard Stein proposal to build a new, affluent resi- 
dential community at Fort Sheridan, the question remains: Where will 
the 350 military families be relocated? 

To Lake Forest? Of course not! That type of resident does not fit the 
elitist image the Lake Foresters think of when they think only of them- 
selves. Never mind that the military has served and protected the 
county that has allowed Lake Foresters to prosper and enjoy the good 
life when someone such as the military were there to defend all of us. 

To Highland Park or Highwood? Of course not, for some of the same 
reasons. They, too, don't trust or want the military personnel. 

Popular notions of protecting open space, saving the golf course, 
recycling the old historical district all sound good at public meetings 
and in the press. But underlining the unanimity of the committee is the 
military children In their local schools. Packing up the military depen- 
dents and shipping them and their kids to the "neighborhood of excel- 
lence" is the common cause that united the joint planning committee. 

But where will be this "new community of excellence"? No one is 

saying. 

Let mc think. It should probably be in reasonable proximity to Great 
Lakes. Certainly excellence indicates other high quality and excellent 
communities nearby. It will not be the North Chicago or Round Lake 
school districts because they're two of the worst financially strapped

Johnny McCarthy, one-time 
Yankee firstbascman, settled in 
Mundclcin and put his carpenter 
skills to good use making a liv- 
ing. Guy Curtwright was best 
known as a war-time outfielder 
for the White Sox, but Lake 
County fans atso knew him as a 
teacher at North Chicago High. 
Waukegan's Johnny Dlckshot 
could wallop a baseball a mile — 
-when he connected — but he 
also knew how to set'em up and 
what It was like to sweat in one 
of the lakefront factories. 

Chuck HUlcr was a slick field- 
er and good hitter for the San 
Francisco Giants, as well as 
handle about every job in the 
family construction business in 
johnsburg. The Klaus brothers, 
Billy and Bobby, were big league 
inficldcrs from Ingleside for the 
Red Sox and Reds, respectively. 
They also had real life off-season 



jobs during their playing days. 

Grayslakc's Jay Hook signed 
for the then princely sum of 
$65,000 as a bonus baby in the 
late 1950's to pitch for 
Cincinnati, but he kept up his 
college studies during his play- 
ing days to qualify as an engi- 
neer when a baseball career 
would become history. 

Hey, these guys were both 
heroes and friends to a lot of fans 
because we related to them as 
people. They didn't have an 
entourage of accountants, 
agents, lawyers and PR coun- 
selors so they could make money 
in the summer playing a kids 
game.

Time to site new landfill 

Editor: 

The fate of the USA Waste's application 
for expansion of Countryside landfill near 
Grayslake is now in the hands of the Illinois 
Environmental Protection Agency. 

Although I laud the newly formed Solid 
Waste Agency of Lake County (SWALCO) in 
their efforts to remedy Lake County's imme- 
diate and ever-existing solid waste prob- 
lems, I remain dead-certain that siting a 
new regional state-of-the-art landfill would 
have been a more environmentally and eco- 
nomically sound decision than expanding a 
site, through documentation, already heav- 
ily laden with toxic waste and, in my opin- 
ion, already a super-fund site. 

No doubt, siting a new regional landfill is 
a task more monumental than the moun- 
tain of garbage that will be created at the 
proposed expansion site. Efforts should 
have been directed toward that goal at the 
inception of U.S.A. Waste's application. 

The expansion, if approved, is still a 
short-term solution. There will always be a 
need for landfills and, with foresight, in an 
ever rapidly growing area like Lake County 



siting a new state-of-the-art landfill now 
should be second only to recycling waste 
reduction. 

The August 1995 issue of Rcdbook 
depicted how residents around a toxic- 
laden landfill in a town of New jersey were 
cancer-ridden by contaminants from that 
landfill. Adult women who visited the near- 
by lake as Girl Scouts experienced different 
ailments of cancer, Including fist-sized cysts 
on their ovaries. The wildlife habitating in 
and around that lake were mutating, having 
two bills, one eye or only one wing. 

This is not an isolated case. Similar cases 
arc occurring all over this county. The issue 
is not an (NIMBY) issue, either. 
Contaminants can travel in ground water 
for miles before entering a particular 
aquifer, lake river or wetland. 

Lake County can deal with these issues 
now at menial costs, reduced health haz- 
ards and less environmental impact as com- 
pared to later, as million-dollar super-fund 
sites having done irreparable harm to the 
environment and inhabitants.

In "Judge Dredd," a cops and 
robbers movie set in the 22nd 
century, wc have Stallone, look- 
ing like a kids' transformer and 
strutting like an overanxious 
West Point cadet, playing an all- 
in-one judicial system. That's 
right! He catches the bad guys, 
judges them, pronounces a sen- 
tence and then carries it out. 

Diana Lane plays a female 
buddy judge and Max Von Sydow 
makes an appearance as a good- 
guy retired judge, somewhat of a 
mentor to Dredd.

er in your driveway, so that your 
"boaUcss" house won't stick out 
like a sore thumb from your 
neighbors. 

In the past, we tried putting 
the kids' plastic wading pool out 
on the driveway on a wheelbar- 
row (we even painted a name on 
the side —"Mucky Ducky"), but 
nobody fell for it The neighbors 
would just walk by and cluck 
their tongues in disgust 

So, when our friend Tom 
called us about a boat that was 
not only affordable but actually 
floats and has a working motor, 
we jumped at the chance. And 
when my husband pulled that 
boat Into the driveway, we knew 
we had finally "arrived." Yes, at 
last we've become... BOAT PEO- 
PLE. 

I guess you could say it's a 
status thing. In some communi- 
ties, membership in the country 
club (at the low, low price of, say, 
$40,000) is a symbol that you 
have "made it" But here in the 
Chain O' Lakes, you need to have 
only one thing— a boat And you 
may not believe this, but SIZE is 
not important 



The name of the boat, howev- 
er, IS important It should be 
something clever, or a name that 
reflects your personality or your 
favorite hobby. Of course, you 
have to be careful what name 
you choose, since people may 
draw conclusions about you. For 
instance, I've seen boats with 
names like "Spcedo Patrol" and 
"A Penny for Your Thongs." Gee, 
let me guess what their hobbies 
are? 

There's only one drawback to 
this whole boat/status thing. 
Once you have your boat and a 
name, you're ready to hit the 
water— but NOT ON THE WEEK- 
END. Because, as anyone who 
lives in the Chain O' Lakes area 
knows, weekend boating on the 
Chain is for FOOLS more com- 
monly known as Foreigners from 
Outside Of the LakeS area. 

FOOLS, for the most part, can 
be easily identified, though I rec- 
ommend .that you remain safely 
on shore when observing them.

the same time, usually 11am. 

From that point on, their 
behavior is predictable. After 
launching, they proceed proudly 
through the channels, revving 
their engines up as a warning to 
any forgetful residents who may 
still be lingering on the water. 
Once they sec the end of the no 
wake area approaching (usually 
about 100 feet prior), they open 
the throttle on their 10,000 h.p. 
twin Terminator engines, caus- 
ing a roar similar to the sound of 
a jet leaving O'Hare.

ning light to guide them, stop- 
ping only long enough to throw 
up or to discard their beer cans 
In the water. 

Finally, on Monday morning, 
the lakes become free once again 
of FOOLS and arc available for 
use by taxpaying residents. 
Unfortunately, we now have to 
go to work. 

It makes you wonder who the 
REAL fools are. Sing it, Aretha: 
"Chain, chain,' cha-yai-yal- 
yain... chain of foo-ools."

Skewered Southwest Steak 

1 beef flank steak (about 11/2 pounds) 
salt 

lime slices 

fresh dlantro sprigs 

Marinade: 

3 large cloves garlic 

1/2 cop fresh cllantro, lightly packed 

3 tablespoons redaced-sodlam soy sauce 

2 tablespoons olive oil 

2 tablespoons fresh lime Juice 

1 tablespoon ialapeno sauce or 1 teaspoon hot pepper 

sauce 

1 1/4 teaspoons ground cumin 

Soak 12 10- or 12-inch wooden skewers in enough water to 
cover for 10 minutes; drain. 

Place garlic in blender container. Cover; process, pulsing on 
and off, until garlic is finely chopped. Add remaining marinade 
ingredients; process until mixture is blended. 

Trim fat from beefsteak. Cut steak diagonally across the grain 
into 1/4 inch strips. In medium bowl, combine beef and mari- 
nade; toss to coat. Marinate 10 minutes. 

Thread an equal amount of beef, weaving back and forth on 
each skewer. Place beef on grid over medium ash-covered coals; 
grill uncovered 4 to 6 minutes for medium rare to medium donc- 
ncss, turning once. Season with salt, as desired. Garnish with lime 
and cilantro sprigs, if desired.

Bank merger a 'win' for County

When it comes to how the First Chicago /NBD Bank merger will 
affect Lake County, at least one bank president doesn't mince words. 
"There is no doubt we have always wanted more presence in Lake 
County. It will be a win for us and the customer," said Jeff Mulder, 
president of First Chicago's Antioch branch. 
. If approved by stockholders, the second largest bank merger in the 
country's history will blend five First Chicago branches with ten NBD 
branches. Mulder could not answer what branches may be closed in 
the merger but First Chicago has stated it would likely eliminate up to 
1,700 jobs, most of which would come from duplicating branches.. 
With that formula, branches in Lake Forest, Highland Park, Deerfield 
and lake Zurich could be suspect. 

Mulder said the merger, which would create the Midwest's largest 
bank with assets of 120 billion-will probably be closed at the "begin- 
ning of 1996." In March, all banks would become First Chicago NBD 
Corp. banks. Just what the merger could indudc in services and 
account structures could vary but the largest source of speculation is 
that all branches will have the $3 teller fees imposed for some cus- 
tomers. 

Other products that will most likely cross over are First Chicago's 
checking debit card, which acts as VISA, and First Chicago's profitable 
interest bearing VISA. Receivables in 1994 for the First Chicago VISA 
card were $12.1 billion, the fifth highest in the nation behind heavy- 
weights such as Citicorp and Discover. 

Mulder said the merger will give the new bank more capital to 
invest In community banking. It also opens up First Chicago to anoth- 
er segment of the market with supermarket banking at the NBD loca- 
tion in Round Lake Beach's Super Kmart Mulder said the in-store 
bank concept fits the changes society is encouraging in the banking 

industry.

One of the many 
challenges that come 
with moving a family 
addresses the general 
displacement of not 
just where the family 
will live, but what hap- 
pens as they make 
social adjustments. 
Each member of the 
family has their own 
situations to cope with. 

The dad Is often the transferred 
member, and is "plugged in" to a 
new job which gives an immediate 
place to be, with a readily available 
social and work opportunity.

Despite record highs, stocks are not overhauled 



Many prognosticators expect Newton's 
Law to undercut the soaring stock market 
at any moment, but First Chicago Invest- 
ment Management Company doesn't 
expect to see gravity pulling down prices 
any time soon. 

"Investors keep saying that 'what goes 
up must come down'," said Claude Erb, 
managing director of research for the 
investment subsidiary of The First 
National Bank of Chicago, "But we don't 
believe there's cause for immediate con- 
cern." 



Erb discounted investor worries trig- 
gered by the fact that the current Standard 
& Poor's 500 dividend payout ratio of 2.4 
percent is a 35-year low. 

"Normally, this would suggest the mar- 
ket is overhauled," said Erb. "But compa- 
nies have become far more frugal about 
paying dividends than they have been his- 
torically. As a result, they're paying out less 
of their earnings." 

The current practice of paying out 40 
percent of earnings is dramatically lower 
than the historical rate of 52 percent "If 



dividends were being paid at the historical 
rate, the dividend yield on the S&P 500 
would be 3.4 percent— entirely consistent 
with today's current interest rates," said 
Erb. 

Interest rates remain the key, Erb 
said. But investors should not read too 
much into the Federal Reserve's deci- 
sion July 6 to lower the Fed Funds rate 
by just 0.25 percentage point to 0.75 per- 
cent. 

First Chicago Investment Management 
Company projects that long-term interest 



rates will rise by the end of 1995, Erb said. 
The yield on 30-ycar Treasury bonds start- 
ed the year at percent, but has fallen to 
6.5 percent, fueling this year's surge in 
stock market prices. 

"A return to 8 percent rates would cause 
the stock market to give up a good portion 
of tliis year's gains," said Erb. 

The bottom line? 

"While rising rates would pose a threat 
to equity investors, there's no reason to 
invest defensively until rates actually start 
moving up," said Erb.

The National Multiple Sclerosis Sqciety has 
committed more than $7.5 million to support.

Alfalfa sprouts suspected link in salmonella cases 



An uncommon .type of salmonella, 
"Salmonella Stanley," has been reported in 
Illinois and may be linked to the consumption of 
alfalfa sprouts, according to Dr. John R. 
Lumpkin, state director of public health. 

Illinois has this year confirmed 10 cases of die 
disease in seven counties, with all but one of the 
cases reporting an onset of illness since the 
beginning of March. Seventeen of the cases arc 
from the Chicago metropolitan area and one is 
from Champaign County. Four of the cases 
required hospitalization.

This is all right for someone with the experience in 
either retail or management In this case, however, the applicant has 
worked as a general office clerk for six months with no college expe- 
rience or experience in either management or retail. 2. Objective: "I 
am seeking a position of responsibility with. ah honest company". 
Why..Jiave you worked for a dishonest compsny? 3. Objective: "An 
Initial position in Marketing or Advertising, with opportunities for 
growth and possible travel". Nix on the travel,.. not necessary to have 
in the objective. It makes it appear ts though you are restless snd are 
not one to be tied down to an office position. Without the "travel" it 
would be all right except it does not belong on a resume of someone 
who has a computer programmer certificate whose only work history 
was a sales clerk in a liquor store and a cook at a restaurant The point 
is not to focus objectives so u to knock yourself right out of the run- 
ning for any position.
